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Going Stronger 


Mercer County Breeders Show Handsome Average Increase 


The Mercer County sale at Aledo, IIli- 
nois, Thursday, March 14th, 1935, proved 
one of the most successful events over a 
period of several months. The pavilion 
was packed from early morning until the 
last animal was sold. Interest ran high 
from the start and for the most part those 
who gained vantage points upon the seats 
retained them throughout the hours requir- 
ed to cash the entire lot. One hundred head 
were sold at the splendid average of 
$135.80. The block work was shared be- 
tween Col. Cooper and John E. Halsey of 
the Wallaces’ Farmer. 

The average reveals a handsome increase 
over the average price of the fall sale. 
When one stops to consider that there were 
a goodly number of aged cattle offered and 
that a still larger number were mere calves, 
not all yet weaned, this average valuation 
must be considered as an increase in price 
of approximately fifty per cent over the 
previous sale. The constant demand and 
the rapid way in which the offering passed 
the block indicated clearly that the demand 
that breeders have been looking for so long 
has at last reached the field of activities. 
Note please that one-fifth of the entire of- 
fering, old and young, and some of them 
thin, made an average of $216.00 per head. 
A very healthy price. Apparently the crowd 
would have absorbed another twenty-five or 
thirty head at similar averages for the 
longer the sale ran the better prices be- 
came. 

Several persons making their first visit 
to a Mercer county sale were heard to men- 
tion the splendid cooperation displayed 
amongst the contributors and the gentle- 
manly businesslike manner in which Hugh 
McWhorter handled the management of the 
entire sale. It is doubtful whether there is 
another such successful organization of cat- 
tle breeders in the whole country and this 
statement does not bar other breeds. 

The top of the sale was reached when 
the two year old bull Ensign’s Blackcap 
Lad 13th 469700 selling as lot three and 
offered by Blakely & Hyett commanded an 
even $360.00 and went to F. M. Kelley & 
Son, of Bryant, Iowa. This rugged, short 
legged, level, thick fleshed bull is a Mc- 
Henry Blackcap with a double bred Eline 
Erica top. His sire is a grandson of Black- 
cap Revolution, International grand cham- 
pion, and his grandam is a granddaughter 
of both the International grand champion 
bull Oakville Quiet Lad and Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch. The second Eline cross comes 
through the sire of the dam, he being a 
son of Black Balzac of Page and Eline E. 
10th of Page. The maternal line is pure 
Blackcap of McHenry extraction, the gran- 
dam being a granddaughter of the two 
famous breeding cows Blackcap McHenry 
131st and Blackbird McHenry 46th. 

Bulls scored the second high place when 
Sir Burgess M. 483727, a line bred Maid of 
Bummers calf of July 1934, offered by the 
McWhorters was rung up on the bid of 
Henry Bridgeford, of Joy, [Illinois, at 
$345.00. An intensely Burgess bred calf of 
pure Tudor extraction. His sire and dam 
are both by Elgon Marshall 2d by Earl 
Marshall, and the dams of both of these 
animals trace directly to Imported Maid of 


Bummers, who had a wonderful show rec- 
ord in the old country and whose daughter 
Miss Burgess 5th was the 1925 Internation- 
al grand champion female. 

Third high was found when R. L. Wool- 
ever, of Lavonia, Missouri, took H. L. 
Thornton’s Miss Quickly 3d 449560 home 
at $300.00, thus topping the entire female 
offering by a healthy margin. She was a 
beautiful young cow in excellent condition 
and found plenty of admirers. Her sire is 
a Rosemere production, being a line bred 
Blackcap carrying a closeup double cross 
of the International grand champion Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad. Her dam is Miss Quickly, 
one of the finest breeding cows in the 
Shadeland herd and a descendant of the 
Queen Mother tribe that has made Queen 
Mothers famous in Mercer and other coun- 
ties ever since the foundation cow found a 
home at Greenview Farm. 

Many animals in the offering made ex- 
cellent prices. And just as many, or per- 
haps more, were of excellent individuality 
and gave every promise of aiding in the 
program of building better Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle.

1935 Nebraska Livestock Feeders Day. 
The 23rd Annual Nebraska Livestock 

Feeders Day will be held at the College of 
Agriculture, Lincoln, Thursday, April 18. 
Results of experimental tests with cattle, 
hogs, and sheep will be presented at this 
meeting. The results of these tests should 
be of considerable interest to the livestock 
industry. Experimental livestock fed dur- 
ing the winter will be on display. There 
will be 120 head of cattle including steer 
calves, heifer calves, and yearling heifers 
available for inspection. The horse will al- 
so receive considerable attention. 

In addition to the experiment station 
staff, several speakers from out of state, 
some of national prominence, and _ practi- 
cal Nebraska feeders will compose the pro- 
gram.

Cattle experiments include a study of 
protein supplements— cottonseed cake, 
tankage, and commercial cubes.
